Subject.— -Opening of an Import and Export Trade Control Office at Ahmedabad. 

No. 40-ITC(PN)/89. —It has been decided to open an Import and Export Trade 
Control Odflee at Ahmedabad In Gujarat, under the charge of a Deputy Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports. This office has commenced functioning with 
effect from the 1st March, 1969. 

2. The Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Ahmedabad, will have 
jurisdiction over the whole of the State of Gujarat, except for those districts 
which were Included in the regions formerly known as Saurashtra and Kvitch. 
In respect of Saurashtra and Kutch (excluding Kandla Free Trade Zone), how¬ 
ever, applications from Registered Exporters under the import policy for Re¬ 
gistered Exporters will be made to the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Ahmedabad. With regard to the applications from Registered Exporters 
from the Kandla Free Trade Zone, they will continue to be dealt with by Assis¬ 
tant Controller of Imports and Exports, New Kandla as hitherto. 

3 . During the current licensing period, l.e., 1968-69, the Ahmedabad office will 
deal with applications from actual users only, other than those for which import 
Ucenslng has been centralised with any other licensing authority. With effect 
from the next licensing period, the Ahmedabad office will entertain application.s 
pertaining to its jurisdiction as laid down in the relevant Import Trade Control 
Policy Book and the Import Trade Control Hand P,ook of Puie.s and Procedure. 
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4, The postal address of the office of the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Ahmedabad, is Multi-storeyed Building, Lai Darwaja, Ahmedabad, 

5. Para, 5(1) of Chapter I of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1968, may be deemed to have been amended accordingly.
